A glance at tbe map of Africa and a 
reference to modern history — the his- 
tory of passing events — will show- 
clearly that the people of that continent 
are destined to sutler all the sorrows 
that precede civilization when it is 
forced suddenly on savages. Egypt, 
the most renowned land on this earth's 
surface, and possessing vast natural re- 
sources is ruined, utterly ruined, by 
her Finance Ministers and her Chief 
Commissioners. England and France 
will begin immediately to appropriate 
her revenues and impose additional 
burdens on her people. In AJgeria and 
Morocco, on the shores of the Medit- 
erranean San, France has fixed her 
advanced guard. The thunder of ling- 
land's cannon has been heard in the 
palaces of the barbarian kings of Ash- 
antee'and Dahomey, and her influence 
is felt in twenty other savage king- 
doms on the coast between Morocco and 
the Cape; and from thence along the 
the shores of the lied Sea. This search 
for land and power along the coast of 
Africa is forced on England by the 
laws of commerce and by modern 
science, but it is quite possible that a 
design of nature also directs her states- 
men. Europe is afflicted with disease. 
A terrible disease. Nihilism, coiumun- 
isrim and several other isms are the 
results of surplus population. Labor- 
saving machinery has aggravated the 
disease; millions of men arc; idle there 
and must toil in other lands for bread 
or starve. The southern portion of the 
African continent lying between the 
twentieth and thirty-fifth degrees of 
South latitude is rich in natural re- 
sources and occupied by the Zulus and 
innumerable tribes of brave savages, 
who are doomed to disappear before the 
wonderful civilizcrs called rifles and 
gatling guns. There is no use to con- 
ical facts. The only civilization suit- 
able for an old savage is death. We 
blush to make this assertion, but we 
know something of history which says 
that nine-tenths of all the savages civi- 
lized by Europeans have been murder- 
ed. We have ourselves civilized the 
Red Indian, oil' the face of this conti- 
nent, and it is evident thepeople of our 
raco are preparing to civilize the blacks 
off the other. As civilizers we begin 
by saying that the man who lives by 
hunting and fishing, and never wears 
a coat or a pair of pants is a horrible 
creature to look at; and wo call him a 
"barbarian in need of civilization." 
But if he happened to live on a barren 
desert we would never find an excuse 
for meddling with his tastes. The 
wealth of his land secures for the sav- 
age the blessing of civilization, and the 

result is- . Wo are really ashamed 

to say anything more of the result. We 
believe the old-fashioned system of civil- 
ization must continue, and wc would, 
with great pleasure, recpmniend our 
local ministers to the notice of the 
kings of Dahomey, Ashanteeand Abys- 
sinia. If any of these foreigners had 
Messrs. Beavkn and Walkk.m for a 
year, he would be astonished at the 
state of his finances' and the extent of 
the useless works executed. From the 
crowd of aspiring politicians in this 
Province we could provide every bar- 
barian king in Africa with ministers 
well fit to prepare the people for —civi- 
lization. England and France may 
take the bint and take a bad lot off our 
hands. But now, seriously, the civili- 
zation of Africa is a great undertaking. 
Tradition says the heart of the conti- 
nent, which is known as the Great 
Desert, was a great sea in the twelfth 
century. French and English engi- 
neers declare that the cost of removing 
the sand bar made by an angry ocean 
would be insignificant, and that if it 
were removed great ships could sail 
into the heart of Africa on a sea half 
the size of Europe. We see evidence 
of design everywhere in nature. The 
lied Sea and the Mediterranean in 
early ages were one, and the Suez 
Canal is only an old channel closed by 
Nature and lately opened by Art. 
Nature had some design in closing that 
channel,, and surely she designed for 
some useful purpose the great sand bar 
that rescued from the Atlantic a coun- 
try so large. Visitors to the South 
Pole have discovered that the land is 
increasing there. The tendency of the 
vast ocean in the South is to go North, 
and it recedes a little every year. Now 
if the engineers succeed in removing 
the sand bar the quantity of water re- 
quired to make a vast sea on the 
northern end of the continent would be 
suddenly withdrawn from the Southern 
ocean — and wouldn't it be a nice busi- 
ness if this earth were overbalanced for 
an instant 1 Noah's flood was nothing 
to the flood which would rush over the 
Northern Hemisphere and place it in 
the position it occupied long ago, when, 
as the scientists say, "it was a milk 
i'N'Dee WATER." Those nearest to the 
Cape would be in the safest place if the 
motion of our old Mother Earth should 
be disturbed by the engineers. 



BISMARCK. 



The Croat Chancellor has been rep- 
resented as a man without regard for 
right or law. Still it was lie who gave 
a lesson of respect for legality to J. 
Favre when that champion of right 
advised him to take up a loan without 
consulting Parliament. "Not even five 
franca would I borrow without its con- 
sent," was Bismarck's reply. He is a 
great eater, and drinks a large quan- 
tity of beer. He loves physical exer- 
tion, and is "a great hunter before the 
Lord." A hundred times has I.c rbk 
ed his life at hunting, riding and moun- 
tain climbing. He has the moral 
courage that never shrinks from respon- 
sibility and he lias also the physical 
courage that despises danger. During 
the war, in lonely streets and in gardens 
in French towns he has constantly ex- 



posed hia person to the bullets of the 
/nine tireurs. Ho was always a brave 
man. In 18GG be seized with his own 
hands the young assassin who shot four 
times at him with a revolver. He is 
distinguished by the simplicity of his 
faith and by a strange superstition. 
Ho would not for the world do any- 
thing important on a Friday . He will 
not conclude anything on the anni- 
versary of Hochkirch or Jena. He does 
not like to see thirteen persons at table. 
He has a violent temper, which he has 
learnt to control. He is a patriot and 
a believer, but not a fanatic. His ex- 
hortations to tolerance and justico 
astonish those who have witnessed his 
career. Ho thinks it would not be a 
great misfortune if the Pope wero to 
leave Home and live in Germany. "If 
(said the Chancellor) our people saw a 
good old gentleman among them, eating 
and drinking like other mortals, tak- 
ing his pinch of snuff and smoking his 
pipo there would be no such great risk. 
The creed is nothing. It is the faith 
which is important. Every one ought 
to be more tolerant." And this man 
of iron is polito to the unfortunate. 
One day a /nine tireicr, who in ambush 
had shot a German soldier, was brought 
beforo him. "Hang him," said the 
Chancellor, "but bo polito to him, even 
to the last step to the gibbot. One 
never ought to be rude except to one's 
friends." When General SllEMDAN 
told him that the enemy's country 
ought to be devastated in order to make 
war a misfortune for the people, so 
that they should force their own Gov- 
ernment to make peace, "Oh," said 
the Chancellor, "that is a policy I could 
never recommend." 

lie met Gagern, the leader of the 
Prussian radicals, with whom he hop 
ed to make a truce, and thus describes 
the scene: "I exposed my viows in r 
sober, matter of fact way. He put uj 
his Jupiter's face, raised his eyebrows, 
shook his hair, rolled his eyes almost 
to make them crack, and answered me 
in big words, just as if I were a meet- 
ing. Of course that was of no use to 
him with mo. I answered coldly and 
we remained as much apart in politics 
as before. When Manteuffel came 
back and Jupiter was gone he asked 
me: "Well, what have you fixed to 
gether?" "Ah 1" said I, "nothing. He 
is a fool. He takes me for a popular 
assembly. He is a shower of phrases, 
With such a person discussion is not 
possible." Bismarck believes in Got 
and in Christ, in his country and in 
his King. For his King he would 
sacrifice himself and would willingly 
take for his device the Prince of Wales' 
motto left dien. The King who has 
such a- friend is fortunate.

IT in Worship the Mayor ami tho City 
Councillors visited Beaver Lnko yester- 
day to inspect the dam anil filters, which 
were lately put under contract and are 
now about finished.

It is believed that 
much of the sickness which prevailed 'sal 
summer sprang from this cause, and tho 
present Council early took in hand the 
duty of improving tho quality of the 
water. On the occasion of the last visit 
of tho Mayor and Council to tho dam, one 
of the filter walls, in the act of making a 
profound obeisance to the distinguished 
visitors, missed its footing arid tumbjejj in 
a mass at their feet, while the East wall 
of tho filters started back several inches 
from the perpendicular, and was unable 
to return to Us position. To Mr. William 
Williams was entrusted the tusk- of Restor- 
ing tho walls to a sense of propriety, and 
he has faithfully performed his duty. The 
walls have been solidly and massively re- 
built with stone taken from an adjacent 
quarry, Every si our is buried in cement 
and concrete. The inside wall at the j 
depth of 11 feel, is 7 foot 3 inches thick, j 
and at tho top 3 feet thick. The outer 
wall is of similar proportions. These j 
walls will not take a lesson in politeness j 
from their predecessors, but will stand I 
the wear and tear of ages, unless an 
earthquake should disturb their founda- 
tions.' The filters have been enlarged and 
improved by Mr. Proecc. Floodgates 
h)\vo been provided so that any sediment 
accumulating in the filters bonpath thy 
gravel will be sluiced off, and the dis- 
charge pipe being placed above the filter 
bod will no longer bo tho drain through 
which tho impurities of tho water may 
escape and destroy fhe health of the 
town. The visitors, after inspecting the 
works, decided to concrete the bottom 
of tho receivers behind the filters before 
turning the water on. The present mode 
of supply will therefore continue for 
about a fortnight longer, when we hope 
to be enabled to announce that the City 
|S in receipt of a bountiful supply, 
of pure, sparkling water. Tho day was

San Francisco, May 8, 1879. 
Tho. gay city of San Francisco is 
always in a hub-bub about something 
or other. One day it is about some 
wonderful latent bonanza, kept as a 
grand secret for months past, and just 
about ready to be shown up; then 
again it is tho Chinese question that is 
in overy one's tongue with terrible pro- 
phecies of what will happen if "tho 
Chinese don't go." Tho latest agony 
is tho "Now- Constitution." At first 
people laughed at it. It would never 
pass. It was Kearnyisni. But the days 
gradually passed away, tho 7th of May 
was swiftly approaching and ridicule 
gave way to apprehension. Something 
must bo done; it would never do to let 
this measuro bo carried by default; 
and so tho leading capitalists and mer- 
chants bQgan to put their heads togeth- 
er, and in a marvellously short time 
took hold of tho matter with a vim. 
Subscriptions were raised, public halls 
hired and popular speakers engaged to 
preach against this new bug-bear, and 
create a spirit of enthusiasm against it. 
Whatevor the country might be foolish 
enough to dp San Francisco must bo 
made safe, and a good rousing majority 
of 8000 or 10,000 city votes would 
make the election n certainty. At 
ovory hour of the day placarded wag- 
gons with the inevitable drum ami 
(ifo give notice of Borne, fresh mooting 
to bo held in tho evening. 

On Monday night thoro was a grand 
mass meeting, Piatt's hall was crowded 
to its utmost capacity; bemflvoa were 
liglito.il at every cornor on Montgomery 
street; platforms wero erected on the 
corner of both Pino and BuhIi stroets, 
and bauds of music engaged. Speaking 
both inside and outsido tho hall was 
kept up to a lato hour amidst great en- 
thusiasm, and all tlio ^jnlq^g people 
and folks who had property at stake 
hoped and believed that tho now Con- 
stitution would be badly bcaton, and 
comforted themselvos and each other 
with Hie assurance, U^ut whenever a 
question of vital importance was put 
beforo tho people fairly and squarely 
there was always found to bo an under- 
current of sound common souse per- 
vading the masses or "them asses" as 
Frank Pixloy calls them, and that tho 
voice of the people was always right h\ 
the end. Wednesday morning opened 
with n bright, cloudless sky. The 
banks wero closod, the barrooms were 
closed, the Stock Exchange was de- 
serted, and although business was 
nominally carried on, at the merchants' 
stores, tb,e day was niprp than half a 
holiday, a very quiet holiday at that; 
not a sign of a row, or of a Chinaman, 
who always \n hojno on '-'election days;" 
but about' eleven o'clock there was. a 
smile of satisfaction on men's faces. 
The election was going all right; some 
precincts were polling 7 to 1 against. 
Alameda County had been beard from, 
and was all right; and by three o'clock 
peoplo began to shal^e vf.ph other by 
the hand, r.nd, to say, "we've captured 
them body and boots." 

At six o'clock the polls clewed and tlio 
barrooms opened. A, Yory thh'sty 
crowd, tho victims of enforced tem- 
perance all the long, long day, poured 
in to t]|eir favovitu haunts, and en- 
thusiasm was shortly inclined to become 
boisterous and occasionally belligerent. 
Tho streets were full of people, the de- 
feated party, the sand lot fellows, the 
Kearnyites worn a scowl and WHW 
peoplo thought there would ho an ugly 
night pf it, About 7 o'clock a party 
of special policemen wero hooted and 
jostled by the mob at the end of I^qw 
Montgomery street. Tlioro was a 
dense mass of people at the. lower end 
of the street, between Mission and 
Howard, and tho guests of tho Grand 
and Palace liOioht bogan to put their 
heads out of window. Shortly there 
there was a surging of the mob which 
appeared to divide into two parts; 
bricks and cobble stones could be seon 
in the air, and a waving of clubs. 
Presently a. sho-,1 is hoard. "Oh they 
ar* living" cried female voices from 
tlio windows and balconies, and thero is 
a general retreat inside. Tlion eomo 
six or seven more shots in rapid suc- 
cession and thing" look sorious. It 
soorr v x -a« whispered round that all 
tho specials had been telephoned for 
from tbe City Hall, and in a veyv short 
time two companies filed down the 
street with dvawn clubs all ready for 
action, and it was over. Several ugly 
contusions and ono child strviok by a 
bullet summed up tho list of casualties. 
Where tho either six or seven balls 
found their resting place is one of those 
things that no man can find out. 

The Chronicle and tho Bulletin had 
electric lights burning in front nf 
thoir offices and the elections returns 
as fast as they came in from both city 
and country wove posted up on bulletin 
boavdn. Tlio crowd in front of these 
buildings and in fact for three or four 
blocks on Montgomery street was 
densely packed till long in the night, 
very orderly apparently, enlivened by 
an occasional cheer as some fresh 
notice was posted up. Tho election 
was evidently closer than was thought 
an hour or so earlier; but people who 
wanted to hot at 11 o'clock thought it 
was all right, anyhow. They woke 
up this morning to find a majority in 
favor of the adoption of tho New Con- 
stitution of over 8000. 

Probably things will shape and adjust 
themselves after a time, but tho feeling 
among the business community to-day 
is ono of consternation. Stocks were 
'knocked cold' at the morning session, 
but revived a little subsequently. It 
is the will of tho majority, however, 
and a good American citizen is taught 
to bow to that, whatever the rssult 
may be.

London, May 20. — A correspondent 
who has just traversed the Danube 
from Giurgevo to Pesth telegraphs that 
the Danube is very high.

M. Polok Si Co. anil Syinons it Co., 
both of Rottordam, have failed in con- 
sequence of the failure of the Africk- 
anishe [Tandelsvereiniging. Tho lia- 
bilities of the latter will fall heavily on 
the Moineiigan Hank, the Darmstadt 
Biink and tlio Hank of Rotterdam. 
One of the directors of the Africk- 
anische Ilandelsveroinging tried to 
commit suicide at Antwerp. Ho is 
now under survoiUanco in the hospital 
as it is believed that his extradition 
will bo demanded.

A Good Son. 



There died in Cincinnati a few days 
ago a man who as richly deserves tho 
crown of martyrdom as" any that ever 
won and wore that firey crown. His 
name was Peter Bapp. He drove a 
street car. He was young — only 
twenty-six — and the sole support of an 
aged and infirm father and mother. 
The parents wero unable to do anything. 
Ho provided them with shelter,*"cloth- 
ing, food and» fuel. His wages were 
small; so that, after paying the bills of 
the household, he had nothing left for 
himself. He could not buy either an 
overcoat or under-garments to protect 
himself from tho rough weather of last 
winter. In order to go out with his 
car at twenty minutes before six overy 
morning, he was obliged to walk four 
miles and a half. The rules of the 
company forbidding the employees to 
ride without paying fare, when not on 
duty, forced him to walk back every 
night, Thus, in addition to his fif- 
teen hours of hard work lie had a daily 
walk of nino miles. For two whole 
months ho never spent a single cent 
of his earningy. All went homo to 
his mother. Continued toil, exposure 
and privation broke down his health. 
Ho was attacked by quick consumption 
and died — dying literally that his 
father and mother might live. When 
a littlo band of sympathizing friends 
and neighbors carried him to the grave, 
tho waitings of that poor mother were 
enough to movo a heart of stone. 



A Chinaman as an Episcopal Doacon. 

A ceremony of more than ordinary 
interest and importance was celebrated 
at Trinity Church this forenoon, being 
the ordination as deacon of Ah Ching, 
a Chinaman of about twenty-five years 
old. Ah Ching has been in this 
country about fifteen years and for tho 
past two years ho has been a resident 
of this city, and under the cave of 
Trinity parish. B.ov, Dr. Boers, in his 
address, stated that this was the first 
instance in which a native of China 
had in this connection been admitted 
to any of tho orders of tho Church. In 
his particular case the young man ad- 
mitted to the Order of Deacons had 
passed a fay better examination than 
tho majority of those who are candid- 
ates for the priesthood. Right Rev. 
Bishop Kip QUloiated at the ordination. 
Ono of the most remarkable features 
of the ceremony was a reading of a 
part of the servico in Chinese by the 
newly-made deacon. 

Ah Ching has discarded the costume 
peculiar to his race, and wears his hair 
like hia Caucasian cousins. Ho lias 
also taken the name of Walter 0.

HE ORPHANS' HOME IS NOW IN THE Otii 



.-ar of its history. During tills period it hfl 
beun successfully accomplishing the end for which 



was Instituted, viz: providing u homo for destitute 
ami orphan children. It has succeeded through a de- 
sire on the part of the 'religious bodies who have 
combined In its support to unite their efforts in aid 
of a common homo, and thus render practicable that 
which if efficiently done would prove too heavy a bur- 
den for any one of tho denominations. .Through the 
generous support of tho public the institution has 
been well sustained, and as soon as the funds at the 
disposal of the Committee warrant the additional ex- 
penditure they hope greatly to increase the useful- 
ness of tho Institution by enlarging the Home. The 
appended constitution was adopted so as to give to 
each denomination an equal share in tho benetlts and 
an equal voice ill the government of tho Institution 
and from the harmony which has'ldtherto character- 
ized all their meetings the Committee feel that they 
can again cordially and confidently invite the co-op- 
oration of such as may not hitherto have identified 
themselves with the government and support of the 
Orphans' Homo. J. E. McMILLAN,

CONSTITUTION. 

1. This institution shall he called the "IhitisJi Col- 
umbia Protestant Orphans' Homo." 

2. The object of this institution Is to receive and 
provide home for orphan, destitute and other chil- 
dren, umlcr tlioaco qf ten years, requiring: such care, 
and to educate them in the Protestant Faith, and in- 
struct them in tho elements of secular knowledge. 

3. The management of this institution shall be 
vested in n committee chosen from tlio subscribers at 
tho annual meeting, to bo held on tho second Tuesday 
of December in each year; said committee to consist 
of four representatives from each Protestant denomi- 
nation in Victoria, of whom at least ono shall be a 
clergyman, and not fewer than two laympn, and one- 
third of whom Hhall constitute n quorum for the 
transaction of general business. 

1. It shall bo the duty of such Committee at their 
first meeting, to be held not later than one week after 
election, to iippoint from their own number a Presi- 
dent, Secretary and Treasurer; to meet at least once 
a quarter, and oftoner if required, to provide for tho 
support of the institution by means of voluntary con- 
tributions and otherwise, as they may deem advis- 
able. 

0. Tho Committee shall also, nt their first meeting 
after election, appoint a Committee of Ladles com- 
posed of an equal number from each denomination to 
take charged the internal management of the insti- 
tution. Such Connnitteu of Ladies shall appoint their 
officers anil make their own regulations equitably ac- 
cording to the spirit Of tlio Constitution and the basis 
on which the association is formed, On approved 
monthly requisition tlioy may draw on the Treasurer 
for necessary funds, and shall therewith pay all bills. 
Thpyshall also present to the Treasurer a monthly re- 
port of tlio statu of flic finances and the condition of 
the Institution. 

0. Tha rnllflous training of tht-Be Orphans shall tin 
conducted according to the doctrines and tenets held 
by the orthodox Protestant Churches. In this Con- 
stitution these churches are esteemed orthodox which 
hqid as tha foundation of their faith the sufficiency 
and authority D f Hply Scripture for saltation— Holy 
Scripture being the commonly received books nf the 
Old and New Testaments,— so that whatsoever is not 
read therein or may not be proved thereby, is not to 
he required of nnv that it should bo believed as an 
article of the Christian Faith or be thought requisite 
or necessary to aalvqlioii (Art. q, Ch, of Enj.); and 
which also hold the articles of the Apostles' Creed as 
truths of our common redemption, on thograund that 
they may he proved by most certain warrants of Holy 
Scripture: All, tbereforo, who hold any office or au- 
thority as over the Orphans shall he and continue to 
bo Protestants of pood character and sound in faith, 
A form of prayers, (prepared for tlio purpose, to- 
gether with portions of tho Old and New Testament 
Scriptures, shall bo read morning and evening daily. 

7. Tlio Orphans shoR— (n chargo of the Matron— re- 
gularly attend Divine Service on Sunday (mornings) 
in the Victoria churches of such of the orthodox Pro- 
testant denominations as are or shall be from time to 
time represented on t|io General Committee, as fol- 
lows:— That is to say, tlio attendance shidl be given 
in quarterly (trl-monthly) periods at tho son-lues of 
each such denomination in succession. In the ease of 
any such denomination haying regular son-ice in 
more than one church In Victoria, the quarter's 'at- 
tendanco pertaining to that denomination may 'be 
equally divided among the several churches. Atten- 
dance at any other times Ehall bo ip tlio discretion of 
the Genera! Committee, as shall also other questions 
or exceptional cases that may from time to time 
aifie. 

8. One minister of each Protestant denomination as 
aforesaid, In quarterly rotation, shall be the Minister 
or Chaplain of the Orplians, with full pastoral author- 
ity over them for that time as over a portion of his 
own flock, provided ho do not in tho exercise of such 
authority violate any rule of this Constitution. 

0. No alteration shall be made In tills Constitution 
except by a vote of two-thirds of tlio whole Coiiimit- 
teo sanctioned by a majority of tho Subscribers pre- 
sent at a general meeting, of which thirty days' no- 
tlco shall have been given. Such nntico to specify 
the changes recommended for tho consideration of 
tho meeting, 

10. It shall be lawful for tho Committee from tlmo 
to time to mako, vary and alter Bylaws for the gov- 
ernment of tho Institution, and for all matters and 
things relating to the conduct and management of 
Ita affairs, provided that the same bo not inconsistent 
with tho foregoing Constitution, and that notice of 
any proposed alteration be given at a regular moot- 
ing of tlio Conimittco at least one mouth previously 
to such alteration being mado. apl ldw
